Rancher Beale of Wal- 


nut Center Fatally 


Wounded. 


With the entire contents of a thir- 


ty-eight calihre five chamber revolver 
emptied into his body, W. F. Beflle, 
a well known nud prosperous rancher 
of 
Walnut Center, 
near 
Cuvinii, 


dropped to the ground shortly after 
four o'clock Thursday afternoon la- 
tally wounded, and his assailant, Ol- 
lie O. Corlev,a ranch foreman, drove 
immediately to Covina and surren- 
dered himself into the bauds of Con- 
stable Fairly, admitting the act, .but 
claiming that the shooting was done 
in self 
defense. 
Beale lay where 


he fell in the alfalfa at the rear of 
Elmer E. Cook's residence until the 
arrival of 
Dr. 
Reed 
of Covina, 


when be was taken to the home of 
Claude L. Congdou, where his wounds 
were dressed. Drs. Reed and Jen- 
nings of Covina summonedDrs. E. R. 
Smith and C. W. Anderson of Los 
Angeles, and the consultation result- 
ed in the dying man's removal to the 
California hospital, where his tremen- 
dous vitality caused him to linger 
through the following night and day. 
Under the surgeon's probe it was dis- 
covered that Beale had been struck 
three times in the back, the bullets 
tearing completely through bis body, 
piercing the stomach twice, the ab- 
dominal wall and intestines once and 
bursting the right kidney. Two bul 
letsjeDtered at each eide of the verte- 
bre column and one below the bawe'o 
the spine. 
Two other bullets took 


effect in the back 
of each 
hand. 


When Beale was taken from the oper- 
ating table at the hospital late Thurs- 
day night, Dr. E. R. Smith slated 
that there was no possibility of his re- 
covery, but yesterday Bealo showed 
the wonderful vitality of his perfect 
constitution, 
and 
rallied, talking 


with the physicians. 
The surgeon 


then said that if the man continued 
to live for the next three days that 
there might be hopes of recov-ery. 
Corley was arraigned before Justice 
Marshall of Covina on Thursday night 
and released 
on 
bonds of $1500, 


bonds being furnished by his employ- 
er, Elmer E. Cook, and Claude L. 
Cougdou, 
brothers-in-law of 
the 


wounded man. 


Corley is the son of State Senator 


J. W. L. Corley of Oklahoma, and 
has been roughing it in 
California, 


working as ranch foreman for Elmer 
Cook since October 29th 190G. 
The 


shooting was precipitated, according 
to Corley, through an attack made 
upon ijini by Beale while he 
was at 


work driving a mowing machine in 
Mr. Cook's Held 
of 
alfalfa. 
The 


affair was the culmination of an old 
grudge, which baa embroiled several 
families in that: vicinity since 
April 


of this year. 
Both Uealo and Cook 


live in the heart of the splendid wal 
nut arid alfalfa

START OF FEUD. 


On April 1, Mr. Cook states that 


bis brother-in-law, Boale, was engag- 
ed in breaking a young horse, and 
became 
infuriated, 
throwing 
the 


animal to the ground, where ho pro- 
ceeded to stamp ou the horse's haad 
with his heel. 
A young ranch band- 


by the name of Mohr, in the employ 


f Mr. Cook, ran across the rond and 


remonstrated 
with 
tbo 
maddened 


man. 
Mohr was struck twice in tho 


face 
with a loaded horsewhip by 


Beale, and being only a lad was un- 
able to defend himself. 


Beale is an exceptionally powerful 


man, weighing over two 
hundred 


pounds and n giant 
in 
strength. 


Conk and Corloy, tho latter being 
Cook's 
foreman, 
rushed across to 


save the hid, and Cook struck his 
brother-in-law twice, sending him to 
the ground. 
The fight ended, but 


the following 
Sunday, 
Benle was 


driving by Cook's honse during the 
time 
that Cook's family, together 


with Corley and Mohr, were in the 
front yard playing croquet. 
Beale 


dismounted from bis cart and came 
to the gate. 


"I want to know if you — — — 


think I'm treating this horse all right 
today?" 
is what Cook says Beale 


shouted to them. 
Bealo then drove 


t,he entire gathering into the house, 
and threw stones, clods of earth and 
croquet balls through the window. 
Cook was caught by the crazed giant 
and struck twice in the face. 
Beale 


then left the yard. 


Later in the month Foreman Cor- 


ley was mowing in Cook's alfalfa 
field, and went to Beale's pumping 
plant for some oil, thinking that 
Beale was not there. 
Beale saw him 


enter the building 
and following, 


*'"^ 


defenseless man. Claude Congdon 
arrived in time to prevent a tragedy^ 
and succeeded in coaxing the weapon 
from the rancher's hands. 


From that time until the shooting 


no 
hostilities 
occurred, but Mrs. 


Beale, wife of the wounded rancher, 
states that she has been ill through 
fear since April, as hnr husband has 
acted like a maniac, grinding his 
teeth and cursing whenever he caught 
sight of any of his neighbors with 
whom he had the fuod. 


BLOODY CLIMAX. 


The enmity between tho families 


reached a climax at 4 o'clock Thurs- 
day afternoon. 
Corley, who is only 


23 years of age, was running a mow- 
ing machine In the alfalfa hack of 
Cook's house. 
Beale was busy in 


his walnut nursery on tho opposite 
side of the road. 
Boule spied Corloy 


at work, and according to Corley's 
Btory, ran across tho ntreot and into 
tho field, whore he hold up Corloy 
with a horrible curso.

cess and the persons enjja^ed in main- 
taining them should he punished with 
all the severity of c r i m i n a l prosecution 
in order that the methods pursued in 
tlip operation of their business shall be 
brought within the law. 


The democratic platform proposes to 


take off the tariff on all articles corning 
into competition with those produced by 
the so-called "trusts." If such a course 
would be utterly destructive of t h e i r 
business, as is intended, it would not 
only destroy the trusts, but. all other 
smaller competitors. 


The tariff in a number of schedules
